Beven of the eight accessions of records of the 053 Research end 
Anelysia Branch are Senteioted ae followa, according to the following 
restriction 4mposed by the Secretary of State and approved by the 
Rational, Archives on March 2, 1948: “Unless express permission is 
obtained from the Department of State, these records shall be kept confi~ 
dential and shall be withheld from examination and consultation by offi- 
clals, private individuals, or any other persons.“ From tine to time 
selected items from these files have actunliy been opened for use, on 
specific requests approved by the State Department, ao the CIA Records 
Management Staff has been told by the National Archives. 

The eighth State-controlled accession contains certain 088 "topo~ 
graphic maps of Europe, with annotations, showing plans for commando and 
other operations, 194345 (13 maps).* For unexplained reasons, no restria- 
tion 1@ specifically imposed on this apparently sensitive file, either in 
the restriction~policy dectddent published by the National Archives (quoted 
in the preceding peragraph), nor in the published “Guide to the Records 
4a the National Archives" (1945 ed.), p. 610. Despite this omission, 
thie map file is doubtless handled under the same blanket State Depart~_

Nor did the “restriction* policy on 085 records, 
published by the Mational Archives in 1948, specifically restrict these 
two files. The five motion pictures are, in fact, unclassified. In 
practice, however, all inquiries on these records are referred to CIA 
for decision. 

The property records of 08S field installations (transferred by 
6 a 1947) were to be “restricted to use by CIG personnel," so Colonel
